Voters attending town meeting may be faced with a 
difficult choice — planning either a high school addition 
or a new school. 

Article 20 in the warrant asks for $12,000 for planning 
funds, without specifying what type of construction. 

But any voter can move to amend the article to require 
the expenditure of the funds for one or the other of the 
alternatives. 

And when that happens — and it’s almost certain to — 
we’ll face up to a decision that can’t sensibly be made. 

It is our hope that the voters will not be asked to do 
something they can not be prepared to do intelligently. 

And we submit that it is not intelligent to act, when all 
of the facts are not known, when basic decisions have 
not been made. 

The School Committee, having put the cart before the 
horse, decided to recommend a new high school without 
adopting any educational specifications. 

They only now are looking at these — a meeting will be 
held Feb, 26 to discuss them. A decision on what educa- 
tional requirements will be transmitted to the Building 
Committee thus can not be made, at the very earliest, 
before Feb. 27. 

The ‘Building Committee is bound to accept these edu- 


educational requirements. 


The educational specifications are detailed and com- 
plex. We doubt whether one meeting to consider them — 
Feb. 26 — will be sufficient for the School Committee. 

We also wonder whether the Building Committee — 
assuming members received the specs Feb. 27 — can 
digest them properly and arrive at a recommendation for 


town meeting. 


Certainly the time between Feb. 27 and March 7 — town 
meeting day — is far too short for all voters to study and 
and come to a personal decision on this vital question. 

If the voters are asked to reach a decision at town 
meeting, those making this request will be doing their 
townsmen a dis-service, by expecting them to act on 
insufficient data and without time to really consider what 


has already been presented. 


Maybe — and this is more a hope than a prediction — 
even those with pre-conceived ideas on the subject will 
wait until all of the facts are in, before requiring the 


town to make its decision. 


Response Seems Far Too Negative 


Most of the time was spent talking about Mr. Champy’s 
promises of several years ago; about access roads that 
were planned but did not materialize; about hopes that 
some other plans could be found for an access. 

Not once did the Board, or even a majority of its mem- 


Does the town want industry within its borders? 

Or boiled down more simply still — do the Selectmen 
want industrial growth? 

Members of the board would be the first to give their 
endorsement to broadening the tax base — but when the 
chips are down, actions don’t follow the words. 

Take Monday night, as an example. 

Raytheon Co, has options on land in the Champy indus- 
trial area, to build a parking lot for 600-plus cars. Access 
to the lot will be via Fleming ave. The Planning Board 
has approved a necessary sub-division plan, and the 
firm’s petition to the Board of Appeals is, as yet, un- 
decided. 

Originally — before all the appeals and requests were 
formally made — Raytheon asked the Selectmen for general 
approval. Representatives said they would not go through 
the red tape, if the Selectmen did not favor the move. They 
received a green light. 

Monday night, when the subject was discussed with the 
Planning Board, the Selectmen were conspicuous by their 
attention to road-blocking details. Little was said about 
how desirable the solution is. Nothing in particular was 
said about municipal cooperation of an enthusiastic 
nature — the impression was entirely negative.

Thus the adults — 
the parents especially — should try to follow elementary 
safety precautions for the benefit of their observant 
children.

remedy them, Chairman Harold 
King also reported that his Board 
has approved, with restrictions, a 
Sub-division plan allowing Ray- 
theon to divide the land and install 
roads, water and drainage, 

Raytheon has agreed to install 
an eight-inch water line, and has 
bonded itself to do so, providing 
the town acts to put the same size 
main in Fleming ave, within two 
years of the date construction 
begins on the parking lot, 

Town Manager Thomas E, Duff 
and Water Supt. Donald Bassett 
agreed that an eight-inch main will 
be installed there, but both believe 
it is less imperative than other 
water distribution problems in the 
town, 

The officials also agreed that, 
whenever the road surface is tobe 
repaired, the water main should 
go in, 

The Selectmen did not commit 
the town to any course of action, 

Mr, Stewart seemed to believe 
that the gravel excavations, con- 
trolled by a gravel pit permit and 
a bond of $20,000, will affect the 
remainder of the property on which 
the parking lot is to be constructed, 
Answers to questions he has onthe 
pit operation must be received, he 
told his colleagues, before any 
further action can be taken.
